MOSCOW, July 23. — “The 
accursed fascist rag bearing 
the swastika” now floating 
over Czechoslovakia will even- 
tually be replaced by “the 
banner of freedom” as a re- 
sult of the recent treaty of 
alliance between that country 
and the USSR, Klement Gott- 
wald said here today in a 
press interview. 

Gottwald is a former dep- 
uty in the Czechoslovak par- 
liament. 

Commenting on the histori- 
cal significance of pact, 
Gottwald said “it means that 
all the acts of violence com- 
mitted by Hitler against 
Czechoslovakia since Nov. 30, 
1938, are devoid of any inter- 
national juridical validity.” 
“FOR JOINT STRUGGLE” 


The alliance, he said, “is a 
treaty for joint struggle, 
joint war against the com- 
mon enemy—Hitler Ger- 
many.“ and places Czechoslo- 
vakia “on a par with other 
countries as a member of the 
great coalition of the demo- 
cratic states of Europe and 
the entire world that have 
united to put an end to the 
doings of the Nazi cut-throats 
and win for the peoples liber- 
ty, equality and democracy.” 

The entire Czechoslovakian 
people, Gottwald said, is pro- 
foundly grateful to the USSR 
for its aid in their fight to re- 
o national independence. 
“This thanks is all the more 
profound,” he said, “in that 
it is based on the fraternal 
alliance of the Slav peoples of 
our country with the great 
Russian people, which in the 
past was always our buttress 
and our hope.” 

The organization of Czecho- 
slovak military units, he said, 
will be welcomed by the 
Czechoslovakian people. 

“We are confident that there

According to supplementary 
“data, 22 German bombers were 
destroyed in an attempt to carry 
out a mass raid on Moscow on 
the night of July 2lst to the 
22nd. In the conditions of a night 
raid, these enemy losses must be 
regarded as heavy. Dispersed and 
demoralized by the actions of our 
night fighters and fire of our anti- 
aircraft guns, the German planes 
cropped most cf their tombs on 
woodland fields on the approaches 
to Moscow. 

Not a single military or munic- 
ipal objective received any dam- 
age. Selfless conduct should be 


noi.d on the part of the members 


of the fire brigades, militia staff 
and the Moscow population, who 
were quickly extinguishing incen- 
diary bombs dropped on the city 
by isolated enemy planes which 
managed to break through, as 
well as commencing fires. 

Our cavalry regiment engaged 
in the pursuit of retreating Ru- 
manian-German units, surround- 
ed and completely destroyed the 
enemy infantry battalion in the 
area of Z. 

The tank battalion of Major Ap- 
rossyan, after annihilation of a 
German motorized, mechanized 
group, captured 350 war prisoners 
and 472 motorcycles. 

On the fifteenth of July, in the 
fighting west of Setnya,. that is, 
east of Pskov, during a retreat of 
German units, our troops captur- 
ed secret documents and chemical 
equipment of the second battalion 
of the 52nd enemy mine-thrower 
and chemical regiment. One of 
the captured parcels contained 
secret instruction ND 199, entitled 
“firing chemical shells and mines,” 
issued in 1940, and secret sup- 
plements to the instruction, cir- 
culated to the troops on June 11 
of this year. | 

These documents contain care- 
fully elaborated instructicns on 
technique and tactics of a large 
scale application of poison gases. 
A supplement to the instruction 
points out that chemical troops 
will be supplied with new trench- 
mortars of “forty” model, ten 
centimeters calibre and of a “D” 
model and also new chemical 
mines. 

The German secret documents 
captured by the Red Army, pro- 
vide exhaustive proof that Ger- 
man fascism, foreseeing the in- 
evitable failure of the tactics of 
“lightning war,” is secretly pre- 
paring a new monstrous crime— 
large-scale use of poison gases

In fighting for the crossing of 
S River, members of the trench 
mortar crews, Kruglov, Diakov, 
and Nolchenkov, particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves.

Grilling by federal agents of 28 dismissed WPA work- 
ers arrested last Friday in front of Mayor LaGuardia’s res- 
idence, was denounced yesterday by William Levner, Pres- 
ident of the WPA Teachers Union 453 (AFL) as a move 
“to confuse the issue of jobs for the unemployed and the 


right of peaceful petition by a trade 
union.” 

The union has protested to the 
Selective Service Administration 
and to the Department of Justice 
against the use of their agents in 
a purely labor case, Levner said. 

“A bevy of federal and local 
agents descended upon us in Har- 
lem Court Tuesday in response to 
a false alarm put in by provocative 
police officials who hoped thereby 
to divert from their own guilt in 
assaulting and arresting a ace- 
ful group attempting to petition 
the Mayor on their dismissal from 
WPA,” Levner said. “Obviously, 
these agents were called in as an 
act of diversion designed to explain 
way the serious and nearly fata 
injuries inflicted on Herbert New- 
ton in the Detectives’ Room of the 
104th Street Precinct.

Rep. Dies’ New 


Venture 


Rep. Dies has announced a new venture 
into witch-hunting. He plans to “question” 
several hundred leaders of AFL and CIO 
unions and federal agencies. 

His attempt, as he places it, will be to 
track down ‘the “Popular Front” movement 
in America lest it cause this country’s down- 
fall as happened in France. Dies’ gift for 
libelling the labor and progressive movement 
is pretty widely known. This case is no ex- 
ception. 

Such Munichmen as Petain and Bullitt 
engineered the downfall of France. They 
helped to smash the Franco-Soviet pact and 
the Popular Front, and thus opened the gates 
to Hitler.

Why So Annoved? 

» Tuning in on the radio the other day, 
we heard a slanderous attack upon Joseph 
Stalin, the leader of the Soviet Union. The 
speaker ‘sounded almost as bad as Charles 
Lindbergh, who has admitted that he would 
prefer the United States to team up with 
Hitler than to work with the Soviet Union 
against fascism. 

But it turned out to be not Mr. Lind- 
bergh, but H. V. Kaltenborn, the NBC com- 
mentator. Mr. Kaltenborn did not hide from 
his listeners the reason for this outburst 
against Stalin. It seemed that he had at- 
tended a Broadway movie theatre the pre- 
vious evening and that the movie audience 
had applauded a picture of Stalin. 

We think that instead of letting him- 
self be unnerved by this applause, Mr. Kal- 
tenborn should have welcomed it. He 
Should have recognized it as a sign that 
the American people appreciate the heroic 
resistance by the Red Army and want to 
see closer relations between the United 
Statse, Great Britain and the Soviet Union 
for the complete destruction of fascism. 

Adolph Hitler certainly has reason to 
be annoyed when the America ple ap- 
plaud the progress of the Red Army.

Beginnings of 
A ‘Gestapo’? 
»In voting against the bill to authorize 
the Navy Department to set up a secret 
detective force in naval establishments, Sen- 
ator Norris declared that this was the first 
step toward “establishing a gestapo in this 
country.” 

There is ample evidence for Senator 
Norris’ fears. For while every loyal Amer- 
ican is anxious that all subversive forces be 
reoted out of key places, there are people 
in the Navy Department who have a peculiar 
idea of what constitutes “subversive.” 

The government navy yards on both the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts have recently 
been the scene of mass firings, with no rea- 
son given, of active trade unionists. These 
firings have drawn sharp protests from both 
ClO and AFL. While strong unions are 
fundamental to strong national defense, 
some officials apparently consider them as 
something “subversive.” 

In speaking for the bill, Senator Walsh 
reported that Secretary of the Navy Knox 
had “disclosed” that the Daily Worker is 
sold near the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The 
fact is, if the federal authorities had paid 
closer attention to the Daily Worker in re- 
cent years, they would have uncovered the 
Nazi agents working in the Sperry Gyro- 
scope and other plants much sooner than 
they did.

QUIBBLING AND DISUNITY 


The New York Times recognizes the Hit- 
ler danger for America, but in several edito- 
rials it has indulged in innuendoes and in- 
stnuations against the Soviet Union by 
libelling Stalin. It intimated in an editorial 
yesterday that the bombing of Moscow, 
that is, the whole war, was a result of 
“Stalin’s policy.” The Times seems to forget 
that the Soviet Union, with Stalin at the 
helm, worked a number of years for collec- 
tive security to stop Nazi aggression, and to 
prevent Hitler from building his war ma- 
chine as a threat to world peace. 

The Soviet Union at peace was an irre- 
sistible threat to Hitler’s plans of world 
domination. Although we do not agree with 
Anne O’Hare McCormick on many issues, 
she hit the nail on the head in her Times 
column last Monday: 

“The Germans have deliberately’ set 
out to destroy the biggest military force 
in the world. Hitler could never feel safe 


in imposing his system while the Red — 


Army stood in the background, a rallying 
point for the sullen discontents of Eastern 
Europe. Therefore he has to throw into 
the effort to disarm Russia all the 
strength and all the time this herculean 
job requires, and while he is in this battle 
up to the neck, he is vulnerable in the west 
as he has never been before and never will 
be again if he wins in Russia.” 


This reflects both the sentiment and the. 


understanding of the American people. The 
Lindberghs, Wheelers, and Herbert Hoovers 
who preach the doctrines of Munichigm are 
strong only because the people are not 
solidly united in a front against Hitlerism. 

Where there is quibbling, equivocating 
and “conditions” to aiding the Soviet and 
British people alike, there is danger to the 
security of America. As the New York 
Times itself realizes the Nazi menace to the 
country, surely nothing should be allowed to 
interfere with the Tull unity of the people
